He had 
no i mall Number of the Blood Royal to maintain ; which 
kind of Charges, thou knoweſt, our Glorious: Sultans, 
tho they be Maſters of infinite Riches; endeavour to 
avoid, by Marrying their Daughters and Nieces, whilſt 
yet Infants, to ſome of the moſt Potent and Wealthy 
Baſſa's, that ſo their Port might be kept up, without 
burdening the Royal Coffers. But the Hyfidel Princes are 
wanting in this frugal Providence. In the Reign of 
King James (this King's Father) England lay at Eaſe, 
pry nn, ex the Downy Bed of Peace; ſhe wallow- 
ed in Pleaſures, and had no other Unhappineſs, but in 
being too happy. Her Affluence and Idleneis, affected 
the State with a Plethory. The Publick Health cannot 
be long conſerved, without the moderate Exerciſe of 
War. Charles, after the Death of the O1d King, being 


J eſtabliſhed in the Throne, committed the Affairs of State 
7 tothe Management of his Minifters; never examining 
t WH his Treaſury, nor calling to an Account his 'Officers; but 
5 indulged himſelf in the Pleaſures moſt agreeable to his 
7 youthful Genius.

The Favourite Miniſter 
ſc held a ſecret Correſpondence with Cardinal Richlieu, and, 
he by this means, the Court was filled with French Penſioners,

It happened that about the Time of the late Re- 
volution in Portugal, the Hallanders of Braſil took from 
the Portuguexe the Towns of Angola, St. Thomas, Ma- 
ragnon, and other Places belonging to D. Juan de Bragan- 
24 in thoſe Parts. The Knowledge of this coming to 
the Portugueze Court, cauſed the King to ſend his Am- 
bafſador to demand of the States the Reaſon of this Breach. 
They anſwer, it was done before the News of the Revo- 
jut ion had reached the Weſt Indies. This, with ſome 
Acts of Hoſtility in the Oriental Parts, has lefſen'd the 
good Underſtanding which was between them. 
In the mean time, the Spight and Hatred of the Caſti- 
lians encreaſed daily; much Blood was ſpilt on the Fron- 
tiers of Portugal, which obliged D. Juan to cttablifh ſix 
Places of Strength, quartering in them an Army of thir- 
ty thouſand Men. The Spaniards, to oppaſe theſe Forces, 
had likewiſe four or five Armies in Caſtile. There were 
many Skirmiſhes and Encounters, Stratagems and Am- 
buſcades on both Sides; and it was hard to determine who 
had got the Advantage, till Fortune ſeem'd to favour the 
Cauſe of the Portuguee. N 
They had a valiant and expert Commander, who was 
Governor of one of their Frontier Provinces : His Name 
ie, Fernand Telles de Menezexz. This Hero, animated by 
the Juftice of his Cauſe, and ſpurr'd on by the natural Ar- 
dour of his Spirit, pierc'd into the Bowels of Ola 
Caſtile, took the Towns of St. Martin and Elges, demo- 
liſhing the Caſtle belonging to the latter, which alſo 
commanded all the Country thereabouts; and, being en- 
countred by two thouſand five hundred Spaniards, he fell

Note, without any Reſiſtance, fave that of a few Caſti- 
lian Troops, moſt of which they took Priſoners, with 
a Booty of three hundred Spaniſh Gennets. After this, 
they took Chelles by Storm, one of the moſt conſiderable 


Towns in that Part of Spain. Nor was the King of 


Portugal only thus ſucceſsful near Home, but his Affairs 
oſper d alfa abroad.

ſought his Alliance, with other Princes in the Eaft Indies; 


and, in general, all the Potentates in Chriſtendom, ex- 
cepting only Spain, made Friendſhip with D. Juan de 
Braganxa, and eſpouſed his Intereſtss.

T HE great Preparations which Sultan rata is 
1 making by Land and Sea, affords a Subject of Diſ- 
courſe to all hr lenden but adminiſters a] pecialOccafion 
of Jealouſie to the Republick of Venice. 
. They look on his declared Intentions to invade Malta, 
only as a Cover or Cloak to his real Deſigns upon them- 
ſelves; being confirm'd in their Suſpicion, by the Com- 
plaints which the Sultan made to Soranzo, their Reſident 
at the Port, when he delivered himſelf with an Air, that 
expreſled far deeper Reſentments than his Words. 
Nor can the artificial Strains of Courteſie which are uſed 
toward the Reſident, blind or cancel the apparent Affront 
and Contempt which he received from the Kaimachar ; 
who refuſed to give him Audience after ſome Hours At- 
tendance, though at the ſame Time Prince Ragotski's En- 
voy, was admitted at the firſt Word. 
Theſe Confiderations, with others of the like Nature, 
have ſufficiently alarm'd the Venerians; ſo that they are

HIS Glorious Republick, which has flouriſh'd for 
1 ſo many Ages, ought not, in my Opinion, to become 
the Merchandize of upſtart Shepherds. *Tis needleſs to re- 
count our Original, or wipe o 1. the Ancient Duſt of our 
Primitive Records, that we may be able to tell the World, 
we are the Relicks of Troy. *Tis bootleſs to put you in 
Mind, how this moſt ſerene and flouriſhing State, laid 
her firſt Foundations in the Sea, and built her Neſt in 
the Floods : That the Nereids fled to her Shadow, and 
the reſt of the Sea-Gods, even Neptune himſelf, courted 
her Alliance and Protection.

deſerved. All the Nobles were highly AA when 


they {aw this Prodigal owned by Olivarex for his natural 
Son and Heir, inveſted with the higheſt Dignities of the 


Kingdom, and made Maſter of prodigious Riches; eſpe- 
cially, fince he was no Ways worthy of ſuch Preferment, 
retaining ſtil! his former Vices, and giving every where 
Proofs of an abje& and baſe Genius. To ſee ſuch an one 
made Pre ſident of the iudies, and at the height of Honour, 
in a fair Way to ſucceed the Duke in his Miniſtry, irritated 


the whole Court, and drove the Conſtable of Caſtile to 


Impatience. He utterly refuſes the Match, diſdaining 
that his Daughter fhould be linked to ſuch an Upſtart, he 


remonſtrates to the King, the exorbitant Ambition of 


Olivarex. In fine, being ſeconded by other Lords of the 


Court, and by Letters from the German Emperor, he ſo far 


Prevailed on the King, that his Eyes began to be opened, 


and he now clearly taw, that all the Diſorders of the Go- 
vernment, ow'd their Origin to the ill Conduct of Oli- 
varex. Wherefore, taking the Advice of his faithful 
Counſellors, he baniſh'd him the Court, deprived him of 
all Authority, confined him firſt to a Place not far from 
Madrid, and afterwards to Thoro, a City in Old Caſtile. 


Thus fell that great Miniſter, through his own Ambi- 


tion to riſe. Seeking by unwarrantable Methods to ſecure 
his Maſter's Favour, he incurred the Height of his Diſ-

5 ＋ HO V haſt already in the Divan, heard of the preſent-

p the Troubles of that Kingdom. Beſides, the Imperial City 
1 is full of Strangers of all Nations, who maintain Corre- 
ſpondences with their ſeveral reſpe&ive Countries : 
Whence it comes to paſs, That whatſoever is done in the 
moſt remote Corners of the Earth, is ſoon known to the 
Miniſters of the Sublime Port, which is the Sanctuary of 
the whole World. But! ſhall gratify thee, in unveiling the 
Interior of thoſe Events, which haye made ſuch a Noiſe. 
Thou art naturally curious in thy Reſearches; and I ſhall 
preſent thee with ſome additional Remarks, which I have 
made on the Engliſh Affairs, ſince I wrote to the Supreme 


Miniſter on that Subject. EN | 
I acquainted him, that the late Cardinal Richlien had a 
hand in embroiling that Iſland, as he had in exciting the 

' Tumults of Catalonia, and promoting the Revolution of 
Portugal. The part which he acted was by Proxy. He 
had his Agents there; to blow up into a Flame, the 

Sparks which lay ſmothering in the Breaſts of that diſ- 

contented People. Thoſe of the Latin Church, reflect 
itas a Judgment on the Engliſh Nation, that they have 
never been free from Conſpiracies, Seditions and Rebelli - 
ons, ſince the Time they ſhook off their Obedience to 
the Roman Mufti; which was, in the Days of King 
Henry VIII. As if that Revolt in Point of Religion 
had been the Source of all the following Tumults and Diſ- 
orders in the State. Tis certain, Religion has great 
Influence on Mens Morals, and where a Liberty of In- 
novating is once allow d, it makes continued Progreſſi- 
ons. Some French Antiquaries ſay, That the Engliſh 
embrac'd the Roman Communion for the Space of ſeven 
hundred Years; and, that during ſo long a Time, they

Account of Succeſſion to the - Crown. But, that after 
they had chang'd their Faith, they were always reſtleſs, 
till hatching ſome Alteration in the Government. I 


know not how far theſe Obſeryations are juſtifiable, 


Men being generally partial to their own Cauſe : But, 
the preſent Stirs in that Iſland, ſeem to owe their In- 


creaſe, if not their Birth, to the Latitude which the Sub- 


jects take in Matters of Conſcience. Whilſt every Man 
carves out to himſelf ſuch a Religion as beſt pleaſes him; 


without being accountable. to the State, or paying any 
Tribute, as is the Practice of the Ottoman Empire: Hence 


it is few. Men's Ambition, to conform to the _ 


of the Prince; but, every Se& endeavours to perſuade 
both Prince and People to ſubſcribe to their Sentiments;

Tis true, when 
E was ſearch'd, they found the Alcoran in my Pocket, 
which gave a mighty Jealouſy to the Cardinal; but I ex- 
cuſech it by ſay ing, I kept that Book, that I might not 
forget my Arabick; in which the Cardinal knew I was 
well skilld, having formerly ſeen a Tranſlation, which 1 
made out of that Language for Cardinal Nichlieu.

that he would do me all the Service he could; in order te 
my Releaſes I expreſſed my Gratitude in the beſt Terms 
Law, and beggedof him to viſit me often, ſince he Was 
the.only.Perſon-wauld.be allowedito do me that Kind Of- 
fice. will not detain, hes longer, Sage. aner is.

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A T length Iam releas d from a tedious Impriſonment. 
the Occafion of which the Kaimachamwillacquaint 
thee with. Had this happened in Spain, my Uſage had 
been much worſe. And for this Reaſon, Tefteem France 
the nobleſt and freeſt Kingdom within the Pale of the 
Latin Church; that it never would ſubmit to the Tyranny 
of the Inquiſition: Which is a kind of Eccleſiaſtical Di- 
un, or High Court of Pulicuure, where Crimes againſt 
1 and State are tried. It was firſt erected at 
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the Inſtance of one Dominick; who for this meritorious 
Project, as afterwards canonized a Saint. The-origi- 
nal Deſign of it was, to extirpate the Moors and ems out 
of Spain and Portugal. But now tis made a Trap for all 
Strangers, and eſpecially thoſe they call Hereticks. -Who- 
ſever falls into it; is commonly fleec'd of his Eftate; 
and not ſeldom chous d out of his Life. For, the firſt 
Thing the Holy Fathers Inquiſitors do, is to make a zealous 
and devout Inſpection into the Poſſeffions of the Priſoner: 
If they find him Rich, that is ſufficient to make him 
Criminal; and the good Fathers will take a pious: Care to 
diſpoſe of his Wealth. They have their Spies in all Com- 
panies, who inform them of Mens Words and Actions. 
Theſe Hounds are always upon the Scent; and will ſmell 
a Heretic out if he breaths within the Purlieu of their 
Hunt. A Man dares not ſay his Soul is his own in theſe 
Countries; noe claim the Privilege to exerciſe his Reaſon. 
The Inhabitants live in a moſt abject Slavery to the Prieſt- 
bood, and Travellers muſt drag the Chain, bridle their 
Tongues, and curb their Actions for their own Security. 
But inFrance the Inqui ſition is abhorr d, and an immortal A- 
verſion conceived againſt the Tyranny, and eruel Practices 
of the Spaniards. The People are of more generous 
Tempers, the Laws- not ſo rigorous, and yet they come 
far ſhort of the Fuſtice of the Ottoman Empire. Though 
my Confinement was tedious, yet *twas tolerable ; and, if 
I could not be happy in a Priſon, ſo neither was I proper- 
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When Evil ſurpriſes us, we commonly affright our

Thus when I was 


firſt ſeized by Cardinal 'Mazarin?s Order, I preſaged to 


my ſelf no leſs than in ſufferable Tortures, an ignomi- 
nious Death, and (which affected me with the moſt ſen- 


Affairs of the Sublime Port. When I firſt enter d the Pri- 


ſon, I bid adieu to all Joy and Comfort in xhis Liſe, and 
thought of Nothing but preparing my {elf for that Orher 
TWorld, where Thoped to be renewed again to immenſe 
Pleaſures, the Delights of Paradiſe, as a Reward of my 


Sufferingsfor that Lam, which was brought down from 


Theſe were my firſt Thoughts in Priſon; but when 
Sleep had compoſed my Spirits, and Time had render'd 
me more familiar with the Place of my Reſtraint, I be- 
gan to think it was not impoſſible to live, and even to 
regain my 3 "However, I reſolved to alleviate the 


Grief of my Reſtraint, by contracting my Deſires with- 


in a narrower Compaſs, and circumſeribing my Wiſhes 
within thoſe Walls which confined my Body. I framed 


to my ſelf Felièities, out of the Contemplation of my 


Miſery, and by conſidering what I enjoyed, I pacified 
my. Difcontent. for What I wanted. I was not ſo cloſe 
ſhut, but that I could at Pleaſure let in freſh Air, and take 
a Proſpect of the City and adjacent Fields at my Win- 


dow. This made me reliſh my Priſon with ſome De- 


gree of Content. The Want which moſt afflicted me, 
was, that of Fountain Water; which I durſt not ſo much 
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Fleſh, and drink freely of Wine, when once I 
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the Governors Table. Tis true, I had great Scruples and 


Fears upon me. But, I comforted my ſelf with thoſe 
Paſſages in the Alcoran, which ſeem to- indulge us this 
Liberty in Caſe of Neceſlity, by aſſuring us, That God 
is the Merciful of the Merciful, and that he requires not 
not unreaſonable Performances of his Creatures.” Other- 
wiſe, I ſhould have thought every Morſel I ſwallow'd of 
that execrable Meat would have choaked me, and every 
Draught of Wine have been my Poiſon. Tell me, Great 
Oracle of Truth, whether in this I have not ſinned? I 
think my {elf not Innocent, till thou haſt pronounced 
meſo.* However, this Frankneſs in Eating and Drinking. 
with the Chriſtians, without the leaſt Reſerve or Nice- 
neſs, contributed ſomething to their better Opinion ot me. 
Men are generally ſo wedded to their own Cuſtoms, that
